There  is  one  feature  of  pulitiral 
life  that  should  be  swept  away  i  >r 
rver.  This  is  tiic  practice  of  inspired 
statements  issuing  from  one  or  other 
member  of  a  Government  or  its  civil 
servants  singing  the  praises  of^  the 
Ministers  of  the  day.  Common  de- 
cency it  might  be  thought  woiiid 
leave  it  lo  others  to  judge  of  the  cali- 
bre of  Cabinet  Ministers  and  parlia- 
mentary repreaentativcs,  but  the 
wretched  system  of  propaganda  in- 
spired for  party  political  reasons  con- 
tinueif,  an<l«  again  and  a^ain  men  are 
<  rrditcil  with  virtues  and  pdlicies 
with  which  they  hare  no  concern.  We 
have  had  the  experience  in  this 
Province  of  instructions  being  issued 
to  Civil  Servants  that  in  all  publicity 
work  the  names  of  the  Ministers 
whose  departments  arc  affected  must 
be  given.  The  practice  has  been  car- 
ried to  such  lengths  as  to  have  be- 
come ludicrous.  The  names  of  Cab- 
inet .Ministers  arc  dragged  in  by  the 
heels'in  all  sorts  of  announcements. 
Interviews  are  priiitnl  with  tlicm  de- 
signed purely  for  laudatory  purposes. 
The  effect  on  the  public  mind  is 
soinrwliat  sickening^  whea  it  BOt 
merely  amu.>>iiig. 

The  tradition  of  common  decency 

should  he  sga-nst  such  propaganda. 
The  personal  qualities  and  qualifica- 
tions of  servants  of  th«  State  should 
be  canvassed  by  others  not  by  them 
selves,  or  by  those  whose  position  in 
life  is  dependent  upon  the  doubtful 
tenure  of  political  favor.  It  should 
be  a  fundamental  principle .  of  good 
taste  and  good  breeding  to  refrain 
from  singing  one's  own  praises.  It 
is  not  the  way  to  inspire  either  repu- 
tation or  trust.  It  is  a  form  of  pro- 
paganda that  may  easily  become  re- 
pulsive and  defeat  the  very  ends  :or 
which  it  is  intended.  It  is,  in  short, 
a  feature  of  political  life  which  tends 
to  transform  a  government  into  a 
mutual  admiration  society  and  stamps 
it  with  the  vulgarity  which  is  always, 
implied  by  self  praise.

Solve,  but  it  brought  miseries  in  its 
wake,  and  so  it  is  always  where

ed tugcther  (or  the  imposition  of 
some  policy  to  which  \Jney  arc  wed- 
ded. Moderation  in  all  things  is  the 
hall  mark  of  sanity  in  outlook.  "Let 
your  moderation  be  known  to  all 
men,"  was  the  ad'^ice  of  St.  Paal,  and 
it  remains  toda>  sound,  sane  and 
sensible.  In  the  matter  uf  tins  ques- 
tion of  moderatioa  aa  applied  to 
presenf-daj'  conditions,  a  warnins  is 
contained  in  a  recent  letter  to  The 
London  Timet  from  the  pen  of  Mr. 
U.  H.  Strecttr,  who  writes: 

Devotion  to  principle  is  of  small 
value  to  humanity  unless  the  prin- 
ciples happen  to  he  right,  and.  what 
i-.  even  more  essential,  riyhlly  ap- 
plied.

not  grow.  Not  onlv  food,  hut  drink 
and  material  f.ir  .  >  '  ir.jj  atol  abetter 
are  obtained  from  the  palm  tree. 

France,  to  whom  laliora  aaw  be- 
longs, la  oultlvating  palm  traaa.  mak- 
ing urtificial  oaaea  by  ainklnr  arte- 
aian  welin.  It  la  dovbtod  whether 
such  experiments  can  be  carried  on, 
except  near  the  places  where  oapea 
already  exi»<f.  but  no  one  can  tell 
what  can  he  done  by  the  help  of 
science  should  the  time  ever  come 
when  the  civilized  world  needs  for 
the  production  of  food  thla  area  of 
three  and  a  halt  mUllOB  aquara 
miles.

ingly.  and  long  af  h«  may  battle 
against  it,  the  call  will  overcome  him 
at  last,  and  he  will  return — even  If 
only  for  a  \  lait  More  especially  i.M 
this  t)e'  K  .fiifg  felt  in  the  warmer 
(Mniaten  of  the  earth,  and  above  all 
at  night,  when  the  myriads  of  eihcr 
stare  flaah  down  their  light,  and  the 
aoft  night  breese  of  the  African  bueb 
Toldt  whlapars  low  In  his  oar. 

The  high  veldt  is  eompoaed  of  roll- 
ing hilla  and  shallow  valleys,  broken 
occuelonall}'  l)y  large  plaln.i  or  "flai>'." 
In  Home  p,ir'-«  IS  exireniel.v  fertile, 
whii.-  in  .,!  s  barren.  One  of 
the  most  noticeable  features  of  the 
hills  is  that  many  of  them  rise  gradu- 
ally to  a  certain  height  In  the  ahape 
more  or  leas  af  a  eone.  aad  then  sud- 
denly rtae  perpendicularly,  forming  a 
perfectly  round  kop  or  heed  upon  the 
top.  The  aides  of  theee  kop.M  am 
nearly  always  bnrp  rock,  but  somc- 
(imcf)  trees  are  able  to  gain  .i  n  cxi..^;- 
ence  In  Ptray  crevices,  and  so  par- 
tiall.\  «  loihe  them.  The  aumtnlle  are 
ualIall.^  fertile,  and  are  covered  by  a 
veritable  little  forost  of  troos  and 
bush.   

The  vegetation  of  the  veldt  ie 
abundant  .'ind  \aricil.  The  mos; 
usual.  h('We\er,  is  the  ronimon  mim- 
osa, thornv  biisbos  and  iindererowlh 
of  all  kinds.  This  bu.sh  abounds  in 
the  kloofs,  kranis.^  and  creeks  which 
acar  the  hills  in  every  direction.  In 
many  parts  now  huge  plantationa  of 
wattle  have  sprunt  up.  having  been 
sewn  for  eommerdal  purpoaea,  and  in 
some  regions  there  are  larger  wild 
tree*  than  the  ordinary  bu.ih. 

Kvcry  country  hn.H  it  own  form  of 
natural  beautv.  In  h^nglnn.l.  the 
green  m'u'l.  a  «,  bright  hedges  ami 
babbling  brooks,  present  a  beauty  of 
the  pastoral  type;  and  Canada,  with 
her  saow-oapped  Itocky  Mountatna 
and  vaat  aemhro  fsraots  of  pfna  and 
fir  poasesses  yet  another  type — that 
of  serene  atstallneM  and  grandeur, 
but  one  that  la  cold  and  aloof  withal. 
Ho  then,  .South  Africa  hm^  .a  totally 
different  form  ihst  of  ih.'  \eldt.  An 
exact  counterpart  of  the  veldt  cnnnot 
be  found  anywhere  under  the  nun, 
and  it  differa  to  auch  an  extent  that 
althaagh  the  veldt  and  the  Rockies 
are  in  .different  olassee,  the  one  is 
eouslly  aa  wonderfal  and  lovely  '  aa 
the  other.  One  of  tha  beat  examples 
of  this  veldt  beauty  which  comes  to 
my  mind  now.  ii  iho  earl.y  morning 
«ce^e^^■  iMiring  the  niphl.  the  white 
mime  '••  .  rept  ilown  and  filled  the 
xalUv.H  nnd  rreek  beilH  with  .'i  .■'nowy 
blanket,  whleh  as  the  dawn  brightenn 
begins  to  diaperae  and  discloae  the 
world  beneath.  To  a  apeotator  on  a 
eonvoaiontly  hich  ground,  the  whole 
aeano  Is  laid  Ilka  a  picture  at  his 
feet.  Aa  the  sun  appeare  above  the 
horizon  and  sheds  Its  warmth  abroad, 
the  airy  sea  break.>t  up  Into  heaving 
blllowd,  and  thtn  w  i.sps  of  apr.ty, 
whbh  as  the\  roll  liack  and  part  in 
various  plai  I  S-,  pi\e  Rllmpsea  of 
graxsy  flats,  farmsteads  nnd  bush- 
fUled  kloofs  spread  in  swOet  variance 
and  ihlngMd  color.  Above  all  thla,  a 
hop  will  protrude  tike  a  rocky  laland, 
with  tho  white  wavea  leaping  and 
breaking  In  alienee  at  Ita  baae.  Tmly 
a  scene  of  exqulalte  beauty! 

The  low  veldt  is  totallv  different 
to  the  high  veldt.  It  is  further  north 
and  therefore  more  tropical.  being 
covered  with  dense  equatorial  growth. 
It  Is  here  that' the  big  game  of  South 
Africa  are  to  ba  found.  Uona,  rhinoa, 
hippopotami  and  varlowf  other  apeciea 
Inhabit  It  In  great  numbers.  The  two 
veldta  are  divided  by  In  some  places 
a  noiireable  and  In  rdhers  an  indls- 
cernable  divisifin.  The  low  veldt  in 
spoken  of  nn  being  below  the  berg, 
and  this  berg  is  In  .^ome  parts  like  an 
enormous  cliff,  but  covered  with 
treea  and  buah,  and  not  quite  perpan- 
dlonlar. 

The  Bummer  on  the  high  veldt  Is 
tho  rainy  season.    Being  below  the 

line,  the  aeaaona  are  re\ersed  —Sum-

Dark  clouda  begin  to 
father  on  tho  horiaoa,  aad  thunder 
rolls  aad  tnimhlea  la  the  diaunca. 
Theee  eloode  aaoa  oaoor  the  aky,  and 
then  the  atorm  burata.  Although 
these  delugea  are  of  abort  duration 
never  more  than  an  hour — they  are 
terrifying  In  the  extreme  The 
b.'a^eiK  <eei,  -^rallv  to  open  an.l 
pour  their  oonlenia  In  solid  masses  of 
water  on  the  parched  earth  beneath. 
The  air  aeema  alive  with  blue  light- 
ning; tho  thunder  eraahos  and  rolla 
ovarhaad,  aa^what  were  tiny  creaka 
in  tho  mamla*  are  ohaaged  in  half 
an  hour  to  roarlat  tarronu.  Yet  the 
cool  evenings  mora  than  mak«  up 
for  the  unfeeling  behavior  of  the 
afternoon,  and  luckily  thia  kind  of 
'binf  daag  aat  laka    plasss  avory 

d  a  >  . 

The  Winirr  r  the  other  hand  Is 
the  dry  season.  I>uring  this  time  the 
sky  will  remain  a  hard,  never-chang- 
in#  blue  for  weeka  at  a  time,  with 
ao  clouda  to  dhasara  Its  face,  and  a 
ao^pof  ■oatesdd  aan  ahinlac  down 
upon  tho  voldt  aad  drying  mp  avary- 
thing  within  reach.  Thia,  tea,  la  the 
only  thne  when    there  la  any  real 

danger  on  the  veldt,  for  the  great 
beat  brings  Innumerable  snaWe's  from 
their  retr»»i»  and.  worst  of  nil,  ih^ 
gr.iwaVrhii  ti  grow*  a  i  high  aa  a  man 
in  nianv  pia<r«  i*  ..•  iially  being 
set  alight  b\  t  arelessne.-n  or  design, 
and  grass  fires  are  constantly  en- 
dangering the  Uvea  and  homee  of  tha 
veldt  dwonors.  in  the  WlMar  the 
gtaaad  heaamsa  aafced  hard  aa  rack; 
ereefca  dry  up  and  rlvara  fan  alarm- 
ingly, aa  that,  hy  tha  tlnM  tha  ftrat 
Bamasar  data«e  takaa  plaaa.  there  la 
Indeed  need  of  it.

Among  the  Islands 


Ants  are  everywhere  and  wherever 
Ihe,  ur.  It  la  worth  while  wafching 
tb«  1  Hbors.  In  India.  "M.ijor  K  W. 
IlincN'i.n  has  been  studying  tho  ways 
of  the  wonderful  Inaeota.  and  The 
London  Times,  la  a  rovlow  of  hla 
book,  tells  us  some  very  interacting 
things  about  thsir  work  and  waya. 

We  read  : 

It  haa  long  been  know-n  thai  rnany 
apeciea  of  ante  feed  largely  on  the 
oxcrationa  of  coccida  and  bugs,  which 
in  thalr  turn  extract  an  abundant 
supply  of  fluid  from  the  Juices  of 
plants.  Although  the  plant  suckers 
discharge  the  fluid  readily  when  they 
ure  "milked"--  that  Is  to  say,  gently 
tapped  and  .siroki-d  by  the  antennae 
of  the  ante — they  can  also  be  aeen 
elevating  tho  tipa  of  their  abdomens 
and  aayirtiBd  out  aarahia  fluid  trtth- 
out  external  atimolation.  The  ante 
do  no  more  than  take  advantage  of 
H  natural  habit.  But  they  take  care 
to  secure  full  adv.tnl.iC''  They  con- 
Ftrur-t  m.lr^•cl(>lls  sheds  to  house  their 
in.seot  kine  and  to  prevent  their  es- 
vape,  in  the  process  of  construction 
employing  living  tools. 

Having  dlsco\ered  a  group  of  coc- 
cid  I  or  of  "mealy  bus's  ..urklng  from 
a  ^lem.  a  group  ..f  ani«.  apparently 
uniier  tiie  direction  of  a  foreman,  col- 
lect plumed  aeeda  and  various  foreign 
oDjecta  and  build  first  a  wall  aad  then 
ii  roof  over  them.  The  biur  larvae 
have  the  power  of  secreting  threads 
of  filk:  the  ants  seize  one  nf  theae 
larvae  and  hold  it  with  the  silk-form 
ing  organ  directed  against  the  living 
wall  of  tho  "byre"  moving  it  hither 
and  thither  until  a'  network  of  atlcky 
floaa  blnda  the  diaforete  partiolos  into 
11  aolld  and  aubetantlal  wall.  Not 
only  do  they  enclose  their  "kIne"  In 
.such  hyrea,  but  they  hrlng  fresh  bugs 
ini  .  the  fold.  Major  llingnton  haa 
wa.ched  one  or  two  ants  patiently 
herdlngiheir  reluctant  cap! ivea,  prod- 
ding and  pushing  them  Inch  by  Inch 
along  tha  branchao  until  they  are  at 
laat  drlvoa  Into  oaeurity.  Nor  ara 
the  bugs  willing  captlvea;  Major 
Hingston  tried  the  experiment  of 
bre.-iking  Into  a  Byre,  upon  which  the 
bugs  tried  to  escape,  but  were 
pr.^mptiy  herded  book  1»y  their 
masters.

Very  lovely  Victoria  I—hag  In  thO 
early  morning  aunahlne.  The  maUB- 
taln  topa  atood  out  clear  and  shlalag 
and  ths  waves  were  aparkllng.  As 
one  landmark  after  another  dls- 
apprnred  we  were  reminded  again  of 
the  sense  of  beauty  of  thoae  Who 
.  tif.ac  a  Hi'f  f.ir  l>u-  fur-traders'  fnrf 
hqou  to  become  the  caplLal  of  a  great 
Vro\ lore. 

Paaaing  cloae  to  the  rocky  lalands 
wheee  llghthouaea  guide  the  ehlpa  safe 
into  port.  We  stop  at  Jamea  Island, 
the  horns  of  the  chemloal  warks  and 

the  men  who  work  in  that  important 
industry.  Here  merry  children  play 
and  studv  feacefiil  uses  lia\«  beeri 
found  for  the  products  of  the  f;.c  t.>rv 
and  the  labora  of  the  chemist,  atoi 
wo  pray,  as  ws  pass,  that  aever  again 
win  they  be  uaed  to  destMy  tho  Uvea 
of  the  bravest  nnd  best  Of  all  landa. 
Now  we  arc  among  the  islands  and 
as  the  steep  wooded  banks  rise  on 
either  side  or  the  bare  rocky  Islets 
appear,  there  are   many  enouirlea  as 

to  the  name  of  this  or  that  which 
remain  unanaqfored,  'far  tka  most 

part. 

The  formation  of  moat  of  the 
isl.-nda  is  the  pa  me  BtOBfl  rldxea 
<lo«o  to  the  water,  broken  here  and 
there  by  little  harbors  or  bs>s  to 
which  the  land  alopea  down.  .Not 
alwaya.  though,  for  aometimeg  the 
boat  eomaa  to  anehor  near  tho  foot 
of  a  pradplee  and.  again,  there  Is  a 
wider  prospect.  Then,  between  the 
ridges  are  the  fertile  valleys.  But 
here  *-e  nr.  i'  Moresby  Island.  The 
nno  farm  liea  ..pen  to  view  with  the 
cemmodioua  homestead,  but  there  is 
apaae  bUII  for  the  big  game  preeerve 
whleh.  not  asaay  ysara  ago,  was  ths 
chief  use  of  ths  Island. 

Mr.  Stanley  Hsrrts,  whose  herd  of 
.lersey  cattle  Is  known  all  over  the 
I'rovlnce,  Is  standing  on  the  wharf 
with  his  ii  '  '  'v  snd  girl.  When 
hls/^raduce  has  been  loaded  and  sup- 
plies tahoa  off  tho  heat  aaiia  away.

True,  there  aio 
two  large  general  stores  nesr  tho 
wharf,  but  oven  the  blu  creamery  la 
hidden  from  eight  In  a  grove  of  flp 
treee.  The  reoldents  have  not  been 
foolish  enough  to  leave  their  farm* 
and  live  In  a  hot  village.  Even  the 
hotels  ara  out  of  the  dust  and  heat. 
The  most  <'onspl.  iou.<  <d>Jeot  Is  th«< 
monument  to  the  fallen  soldiers  of 
the  island.     There  arc  H  great  many 

of  them  and  two  families  each  lost 
two  ooae.

This  latter  was  nlno  ooewed  with 
eltanbing  roses  of  Tarlous  kind*,  but 
all  of  them  scciUeil,  and  In  the  bor- 
der. In  front  of  It,  a  mnns  of  bush 
ro«<«  .ihdui  two  to  three  feci  hiKh, 
of  a  lovely  Hholl  jiink  color,  Ihn 
flowers  m.iDiiin^  w<  II  u(>  with  koo<i 
Htalka>  and  very  fragrant.  These 
wern  fine  apeoimens  of  a  new  rose 
called  "Queen  of  rmcmnee.''  which 
I  had  onljr  seen  onoe  before  In  the 
splendid  eolleetlon  In  the  beds  ronnd 
the  fountain  In  front  of  the  Parlia- 
ment I?iUl(lingH  These  had  been 
broncbt  from  Knglund,  and  were  a 
year  older  than  the  itp'-oimoao  thOTSw 
Ud  Were  in  fhrir  prlmf. 

Deaoendlng  into  the  garden  proper 
1  found  one  after  another,  at  Just  tbe 
proper  Intervals,  so  that  they  did  not 
Intarfere  with  one  another  by  mlxlnc 
t^-^g^jyat^  «UMr  boda  of  sweet 
soentsd  flowers. 

First  a  mass  of  many  kinds  of 
etocka.  not  jumbled  in>  loRpihiT.  but 
each  variety  m  a  Hrpara''  rTi.i^.s  and 
vry  tajrtfifiilly  arra.n»ceil  an  to  rolor. 
The  whiif>.  pink,  and  crimson  ones, 
single,  and  double,  each  in  a  separate 
mass;  and  what  was  very  noticeable 
was  that,  formlas  a  border  round 
each  mass,  rvnnlav  In  craoeful 
eviTSs,  was  a  doable  row  of  ICathiola 
bloomls  (the  sweet  ^  night 
flowering  stork).  It  in  urii....s.i»lble  to 
Ucscrlbo  in  words  the  BenM'i..M  pro- 
duced by  the  nmeli  of  thPM.-  stocks, 
espeoiAlly  o-m  the  Mathlola  wa-s.  at 
this  tinin  in  the  evening,  giving  off  Its 
exquJalte  perfume. 

Beyond  this  was  a  short  pergola, 
covered  at  one  end  by  whtte  Jasmtna 
In  fnU  flower  and  at  the  other  by  sev. 
era!  dtfterent  kinds  of  honeysuckle. 
Passln*  from  the  smell  of  the  Jas- 
mine, which  was  only  porcrptlble  at 
<lf>«i'  iju.irtors,  to  the  Hinc-lj  ,,f  tho 
honeyeucklcF,  which  pervaded  the  air 
for  some  fd'iMtaDeeb  was  4vtta  a  dis- 
tinct sensation. 

I  began  tu  wonder  whether  my 
olfactory  nerves  would  be  capable  of 
receiving  any  further  sensations;  but 
esperlenee  proved  that,  as  the  differ- 
ent  scents  cams  one  by  one,  thay 
were  equal  to  the  nsoasiop.  as  eaoh 
separate  one  arose. 

Beyond  thc>  pergola  waif  a  mnRnin- 
cenl  rollpcllon  of  lartiatloiiN  In  two 
IirK'e  he.i.s.  .uif  on  each  wide  of  thn 
path  'ir.  11  Mtridex  have  lately  been 
made  1,1  thti  cultivation  of  these 
lovely  and  exquisitely  scented  flowers; 
and  here  again  It  was  noticeable  that 
they  were  not  mined  together,  but 
each  variety  tn  a  small  mass  by  it- 
self, and  the  different  colora  again 
arranRed  with  ronHiimnjate  ta.ste  so 
as  not  to  kill  one  , mother,  each  var- 
iety Phowing  to  tlio  brat  advantage,  so 
that  pasBinK  from  one  to  another  It 
WHS  possible  to  admire  each  separ- 
ately, and  to  eempare  tham  affse- 
lively. 

Beyond  the  eamations.  rather  to 
one  side,  was  the  mass  of  blue  del- 
phiniums, which  I  had  noticed  in  the 
dlsUnce,  behind  the  b««d  of  lilies  in 
front  of  the  house,  and  here  the 
KPouod  wan  completely  covered  Ur 
Iweeii  tbein  and  In  a  bed  nbout  two 
and  a  half  feet  wide  In  front,  with 
mignonette  In  masses  of  several  dif- 
ferent varieties.  The  seent  of  the 
mignonette  wss  so  dUtersM  from 
that  of  the  caraatloask  whleh  had 
baaa  last  asperlenoed,  that  It  came  a  a 
a  very  agreeable  surprise,  and  fully 
OMde  up  for  any  lack  of  scent  In  the 
delphiniums.  Tho  latter  werr.  not  all 
ono  <i,l,)r.  but  varied  from  pale  nky 
I'hjo  to  dark  blue,  but  they  were  so 
Arranged  that  tho  dark  blues  were  In 
front  iin.i  lower  In  growth,  and 
Krnded  back  to  tb«  palest  ones,  which 
were  the  UUeet  ones  In  the  back  of 
the  bed,  and  this  made  a  very  charm- 
ing effect. 

Beyond  and  behind  this  came  tbe 
kitchen  garden,  reached  by  a  wind- 
ing path  pasfllnK  through  some 
buHheg  of  various  kinds  of  syrlngaa. 
which  were  Htiii  In  flower  and  glvlnii 

off    thrlr  orariKe-flower 
Which  served  as  a  scrscn. 

Prom  the  entraaea  to  the  kltaken 
garden  and  all  down  the  centre  path 
on  both  aides  was  a  border  of  laven- 
der, about  two  feet  high  to  the  tops 
of  the  flower  spikes,  many  of  which 
already  coming  out.  enoujrh  to 
make  their  beautiful  nmeil  faintly 
perceptible

Spring,  and  many  others  were  still  to 
come  and  would  continue  till  late  In 
the  l'"all  and  Ihe  first  frosts. 

Ourlntc  my  pa.^saKc  tliruUKh  this 
l>«autlful  garden  I  found  I  had  en- 
countered over  a  dosen  dlatioct  per- 
fumes, each  of  which  was  esanlsiie, 
and  it  was  quite  Impossible  to  make 
up  my  mind  which  was  best. 

The  Delicate  Lort  lin(  hh  of 
the  Folyanthas 

Seldom  do  the  Polyanthas  receive 
the  attention  which  they  deserve  as  a 
class.  They  are  very  beautiful  little 
plants  and  are  often  serviceable  In 
carrying  out  a  color  scheme  when  no 
ol^er  plant  will  fit.  I''or  the  niost  part 
they  are  fairly  continuous  liliKJtners, 
although  under  extremely  eevere  con- 
dltlcns  many  o(  tham  win  beeoms  in- 
termittent. 

Several  of  the  good  varieties  are 
spastnodic  in  Iheir  flowerinf?,  but  are 
still  well  worth  growing.  Kcho,  a 
large  light  pmk;  Schneekopf.  a  pure 
white;  and  Qlolre  dee  Marches,  the 
deepest  crimson,  are  Intermittent  but 
invaluable. 

Perhaps  one  of  the  freest  and  most 
continuous  Is  tbe  beautiful  Baby 
Elegance.  The  wonderfully  soft 
orange-yellow  of  the  freshly  opened 
flower  fading  to  a  creamy  white,  then 
changing  to  a  dear  soft  pink  puts 
this  smallest  flowered  variety  in  a 
class  by  Itsslf.  The  flowers  are  good 
at  all  Btagea  When  the  petals  are 
about  to  fall  one  always  finds  more 
salmon  colr>red  buds  ready  to  take 
the  place  of  the  older  blooms.  Mme. 
Juleo  tiouchault,  a  fine  coral  pink 
variety.  Is  almost  always  in  bloom,  as 
Is  also  the  glorious  red  TTlorophe 
orleaaalss.  There  are  others,  but 
thoee  mentioned  are  typical.

Poaltry.  Ilka  man.  form  bad  habiu 
during  Idleness.    Wlien  the  pullets 

are  first  housed  in  the  Kali,  such 
vices  as  egg-e^Ltlng  and  feather-pull- 
ing are  bound  to  develop  If  the  fowls 
are  not  kept  busy  at  sonielhinK  else. 
l>urlng  Ihe  rnoultintr  period  f>lil  hens 
are  particularly  apt  In  .-icqnire  the 
ffuither-eal  inif  habit  If  their  atten 
tlon  is  not  drawn  some  other  way; 
the  laying  season  will  bring  egg-eat 
ing  if  the  hens  are  not  kept  at  work 
along  other  Ifnes. 

Cannibalism,  In  any  form,  once 
started  Is  often  hard  to  suppress,  and 
the  only  effective  way  to  combat  It  Is 
to  Improve  living  conditions.  Perfect 
sanitation  is  tbe  first  renni.Hite.  I'lean 
nesis  with  plenty  of  neslinfr  material 
will  (o  111  when  the  e^'K  editing  habit 
Is  i,r.  --.  .,1  h'eeding  the  grain  part  of 
'ii.  i-i  n  In  deep  litter,  supplying 
green  feed  and  some  form  of  me.ai 
will  help  to  prevent  theae  bad  hablLs 
through  keeping  the  fowls  busy 
along  useful  lines. 

The  foregoing  are,  strictly  speak- 
ing, preventive  measures,  but  will 
usually  cure  any  form  of  cannibal 
Ism  If  the  habit  in  not  too  deep- 
seated.

A  crown  rot  or  root  rot  of  celery 
is  causing  serious  loss  In  some  Ohio 
celery  fields,  aoeordlng  to  plant 
pathologists  at  the  Ohio  Experiment 
flUtlon.  The  affected  plants  fall  to 
develop,  usually  have  a  bleached  ap- 
pearance, brown  and  rotting  rot  tips, 
and  In  badly  diseased  plants,  a  dry 
rot  or  'I'lii.  In  the  Inner  li-ssiif^s  of 
the  crown.  The  fungus  which  causes 
the  disease  belongs  to  the  name  class 
as  those  which  cause  cabbage  yellow 
and  tomato  wilt,  diseases  dreaded  by 
gardeners  becaus«  of  the  great  dlffl- 
cultles  of  eradication  and  eontrol. 

The  development  of  an  easy- 
bianohlng,  disaase-reslstent  strain 
"eems  possible,  but  until  this  la  ac- 
complished, the  pathologists  state, 
much  can  be  done  to  prevent  spread 
of  the  disease  In  Infected  fields  'y 
carefully  colleiiing  and  burning  di- - 
eased  plants  ;ind  refuse  rn.(i<ii.il

n.ilure  study  and  agricultural  educa- 
tion in  the  public  schools  of  Victoria 
and  Saanlch.  paid  special  atentlon  to 
encouraging  the  growing  of  seeds  by 
the  school  pupils.  This  work  was 
taken  up  with  an  enthusiasm  which 
may  be  nurprlslnp  to  grown  people 
w  ho  (lf>  not  siitlb  ierit  ly  t  ike  into 
consideration  the  Imrnenso  capacity 
of  the  young  mind  for  working  at 
anything  which  will  yield  a  definite 
and  Hatiafying  reeult.  This  work  re- 
ceived a  great  Impetus  through  tho 
public-spirited  action  of  the  Victoria 
Rotary  Club  by  adding  the  competi- 
tive attraction  whi<-h  has  ever  been 
a  potent  spur  to  children's  energies.

It 
must  be  borne  in  mind  that  while,  as 
moat  people  know,  the  soil  and  cli- 
mate of  Victoria's  environs  Is  highly 
favorable  to  the  development  of  seed 
of  high  gerinin.-itlnK  i>ower,  this  does 
not  by  Htiy  means  represent  all  that 
is  recjuireil  of  seeds.  Much  more  Im- 
portant is  quality  and  conformity  to 
type,  which  meane  skill  and  unre- 
mitting care  on  the  part  of  the  grow- 
er. It  was  the  firm  belief  of  Mr. 
Hallwrlght  that  the  beat  means  of 
securing  these  trained  'seed -growers 
wa.s  by  training  the  <hlldren  at  the 
plastic  time  of  their  development 
when  they  are  far  more  easily  im- 
pressed with  the  Importance  of  faith- 
ful adherence  to  correct  methods 
than  adults  generally  are.  Mr.  Blake,

Blanching  Celery 


The  earliest  celery  will  soon  be  for- 
ward enough  for  bleaching  operations 

to  he  oomrnenced.  Celery  in  one  of  the 
ari.slocralic  <rops  of  the  garden 
which  always  lures  tbe  owner  itito 
special  effort  on  Its  behalf.  And  with 
very  good  reason,  for  nothing  is 
more  gratifying  to  innocent  pride  than 
to  be  able  to  exhibit  heads  of  snow- 
white  celery,  crisp  as  to  texture  and 
of  nut-flavored  sweetness  to  tho 
taste. 

The  old  way  of.  aocompliahlng  the 
woik  of  blanching  by  means  of 
earthing  up  is  now  largely  disearded. 
since  by  this  primitive  method  the 
plants  arc  likely  to  be  disfigured 
by  wsrms  and  slugs  as  well 
as  by  the  slr.iin  of  th''  r.irih 
which  often  ge|.,  In.vide  Where 
celery  Is  grown  exienHueiy  for  com- 
mei^ial  purposes  tho  work  is  done  by 
boards,  but  for  the  small  home  gar- 
den by  far  the  easleet  and  best  way 
Is  to  use  banda  of  brown  paper.  By 
using  the  paper  Inntead  of  earthing 
up  the  plant  la  always  aeresslbie  to 
•  watering  and  feeding,  whlrli  plays  so 
I  large  a  part  In  the  development  of 
fine  celery. 

Before  putting  on  the  paper  the 
plants  should  be  thoroughly  clcari^d 

of  all  side  growths  springing  from 
the  root  and  all  gra  ins  of  eart  h,  weeds 
an<I  .inv  .•-•pli;  leave.s  there  may  lie 
Then  the  plants  rn.iy  be  given  a  good 
soakInK  with  a  mixture  of  half  on 
ounce  of  soda  dissolved  In  two  gallons 
of  water.  Next  day  when  the  plants 
are  perfectly  dry  the  tylng-up  pro- 
cess may  begin.  Cut  the  brown  paper 
in  strips  nine  inches  wide  and  about 
fifteen  Inches  l^n^.  Then  take  (  irh 
plant,  Rather  tlw"  lenf  stalks  togetlo  r 
evenly  and  wrap  the  paper  around 
the  bunch  not  tightly  but  so  that  It 
can  be  neatly  tied  and  keeping  it 
down  as  nsar  the  roots  as  possible. 
Raffia  ie  the  best  tie  to  use.  Then 
draw  up  two  or  three  Inches  of  fine 
soli  around  the  base  of  the  plants  to 
complete  tbe  work.  As  the  plants 
lengthen  out  another  strip  may  be 
put  on  above  tho  lower  one.  It  is 
possible  that  the  lower  tie  may  need 
to  be  loosened  as  the  bunch  swells  in 
else  but  this  ean  ba  dons  when  ap- 
plying the  upper  band.  By  this 
method  of  using  bands  the  sticks  are 
kept  (  Ic.ir  and  free  from  any  ob- 
jectionable matter  and  one  or  two 
heads  can  be  taken  as  required  With- 
out disturbing  any  of  the  rent. 


Dairy  ISiews  Letter . 

An  act  to  ririM'Toi  The  Dairy  ladMlry 

Act,  is  14.  wa-  p<t.vrd  dtiring  the  last 

dH.\s  of  ttie  Session  of  I'arlliiment 
which  has  just  closed.  The  objects  of 
the  amendments  are  to  render  the  act 
more  operable  and  to  eliminate  weak- 
nesses which  tlms  and  changing 
praotleaa  la  the  handling  of  dairy 
products  have  shown  to  exist  in  the 

act  as  It  was  previously. 

In  the  amending  act  the  torme 
"Inspector"  and  "Provincial  Analyst" 
are  defined.  These  terms  are  ttsad  In 
the  acta,  but  ware  not  previously 
deflned. 

In  The  Dairy  Industry  Act,  1914, 
there  was  a  maximum  standard  of 
lO'o  of  water  in  butter,  but  no 
minimum  fat  standard  A  minimum 
fat  etandard  of  S0%  has  been  pro- 
vided, thas  bringing  the  set  Into  con- 
formity with  tha  provisions  of  tbe 
"Food  and  Drugs  Act,"  administered 
by  the  Department  of  Health,  which 
has  for  years  provided  a  minimum 
fat  as  well  SS  tha  maximum  waur 
standard. 

The  requirement  as  to  tha  wal^t 
of  prints  of  buttsr  was  formerly  that 
they  be  of  full  net  weight  "at  the  time 
they  were  moulded  or  cut,"  This  has 
been  changed  by  striking  out  the 
words  "at  tho  time  they  arc  moulde(l 
or  cut,"  as  usually  wfien  prints  were 
short  In  weight  it  was  impossible  to 
prove  that  the  shortage  existed  at  tbe 
time  of  onttlng.  Printa  must  now  be 
of  full  net  weight  when  offered  for 
sale  and  allowance  must  be  made  for 
shrinkage  at  the  time  of  cutting. 

The  Importation,  manufacture  and 
aale  of  so  called  "filled"  milk  or 
cream  (that  Is  mlTK  or  cream  con- 
taining fat  other  than  that  of  milk) 
la  prohibited.  The  manufacture  and 
aale  of  these  products  in  Canada  have 
never  assumed  large  proportions,  but 
will  now  be  entirely  prohibited. 

The  ( ;overnor-in-Coiincil  h.i.s  been 
empowered  to  pa.'<H  rcKulations  re- 
garding keeping  of  records  by  manu- 
facturera  of  and  dealers  in  dairy  pro- 
ducts and  It  Is  proposed  to  pass  regu- 
lations regarding  records  of  whey 
butter  manufactured  and  aold,  as  un- 
doubtedly uiuch  of  this  product  now 
reaches  tho  consumer  aa  creamery 
butler. 

Authority  is  also  provided  for  the 
passing  of  regulations  to  provide  for 
the  registration  of  all  cheese  factories 
and  creameries,  and  tha  ass  of  an 
assigned  number  on  tha  packagea  eon- 
taJning  the  product  of  each.  At  the 
present  time  there  is  much  dupllcn- 
tlon  of  brands  and  changing  of 
brands.  l-'requently  II  In  Imrosslble 
to  Identify  the  product  of  different 
factoring  and  tbe  grade  certificates 
cannot  be  ttcnt  to  the  proper  person. 
This  interference  With  the  work  of 
grading  and  unnaoeasary  dlfllcuttles 
In  the  wsy  of  graders  will  be  obviated 
by  the  use  of  a  reglstsrsd  numbw  by 
each  factory. 

11  Is  !if>l  proposed  to  provide  «n\ 
regulations  which  will  be  burdensome 
to  ma n  11  f ai  l  u rern  or  dealers  and  only 
such  as  are  necessary  and  in  tho  best 
Interests  of  the  Induatry  wlM  ba  put 
Into  effect. 

The  act  as  amended  and  any  new 
regulatione  which  may  be  passed  as 
well  as  tho  old  regulations  will  be 
jirinlfd  In  circular  form  and  will  be 
avaiLablo    for    dist  riiiu  t  ion    in    a  few 

weeks. 


Garden  Notes  for  August 


Sirow  Worth  Money 

In  some  sections  of  the  country 
straw  piles  ars  still  burned.  .  This 
straw  Is  worth  much  money  to  the 
average  fruit  grower.  It  la  of  great 
value  where  applied,  especially  to 
the  heavy  clay  lonms  A  thin  appli- 
cation of  this  straw  |>laced  on  the 
ground  in  the  K.ill  will  generally  rot 
nicely  during  the  Winter,  and  It  can 
be  ploughed  In  the  ground  In  the 
Spring;  it  will  heln  the  aoll  to  bold 
moisture;  it  will  put  it  In  a  mUCh  Im- 
proved pbyaicai  condition  so  that  the 
ftroper  baoterlal  and  chemical 
changes  may  take  place.  Such  straw 
run  through  a  chopping  machine  is 
also  valuable  for  mulohlng  parpeoss 
for  strawberries. 


New  Pre^ooling  Plant 

As  an  experiment  in  the  prepara- 
tion of  fruit  for  export,  there  has 
been  inatalled  in  the  Watervllie  Fruit 
Company's  warehouss  at  Watervllie 
a  new  and  unique  process,  In  the 
establishment,  by  the  Dominion  De- 
iiarimenf  of  Agriculture,  of  a  pre- 
cooling  f)lant,  the  first  and  only  one 
of  its  kind  to  be  Introduced  In  the 
Dominion.  The  nystem  Is  simple  but 
efTerl  i  ve. 

The  plant  consists  of  a  large  Ire 
tank  with  a  capacity  of  three  tons, 
air  ducts,  gasoline  engine  and  large 
Insulated  fan  with  eapaelty  of  4.000 
cubic  feet  per  minute.  The  fan. 
which  Is  propsllsd  at  a  speed  of  700 
revolutions  per  minute,  forces  the 
air,  drawn  from  air  ducts  slong  the 
celling,  through  a  10-inch  wire  screen 
at  the  bottom  of  the  Ice  tank  and 
thence  through  cobi  .iir  dueta  run- 
ning between  a  f.ilse  (l.„,r  «nd  the 
main  floor  in  the  sior.ig  -  room  The 
warm  uir  is  drawn  off  tlirough  ducts 
slong  the  celling  and  comes  back 
cooled  as  It  again  peases  through  the 
Ice  tank,  thus  enaurtng  eontlnuous 
drouiatlon  and  svaa  temperature 
throughout.

On  the  other  band  the  ama- 
teur gardener  looks  upon  August  as  a 
month  in  which  he  or  she  can  take  it 
e;  sy  amid  the  fruition  of  all  that  has 
t.ee.i  previously  done,  grateful  for  all 
tbu  eucoesa  and  conaoled  for  any  fail- 
ure. Both  ways  of  thinking  of 
August  are  perfectly  Juatlflabb 
There  Is  a  ripening,  a  rich  indoleme 

In  the  very  sunHbine  of  .\ugii.st  and 
a  hint  that  Summer  jo^ «  are  \%  .inliiK 
and  must  l.e  iseize,i  and  enjoyed  to 
the  full,  now  or  never.  Under  tbe 
yellow  rays  which  predominate  in  the 
August  sunshine  ths  gsranlnms  and 
rosea  look  more  sumptaous  than 
undsr  the  whiter  sunlight  of  June; 
the  more  delicate  tints  of  early  Sum- 
mer have  given  way  fo  the  richer 
coloring  and  heavier  texture  of  dah- 
Uaa,  gladioli  and  Ihe  rent.  l-'rom 
ths  fruit  garden  tbe  lasy  breexc 
brings  warm  aoents  of .  Julos-fllled 
greengages  whore  wasps  crawl 
drunken  with  their  sweets,  of  golden 
flrst-rlpe  pears,  of  late  clierrles  and 
of  shining  le»  -lil<e  bhu  U  berries 
.Surely  as  one  leisurely  fiejecta  a 
velvet-cheeked  peach  from  the  nunny 
house-wall  one  not  to  be  blamed 
for  looking  with  an  indulgent  eye 
upon  a  certain  disregard  of  ths  order 
which  was  tho  rule  in  the  more 
straavoos  monthe  of  the  year,  a  bur- 
4(eonlng  forth  of  vlne.s  and  branches 
and  hedge  growths  to  which  <ine  is 
Mow  to  apply  the  disclplin.i  i  \  knife, 
l^ke  the  lotus-eaters  dreaming  in 
the  enchanted  land  of  fruit  and 
flowers  "where  sll  things  always 
seemed  the  same'*  we  are  tempted  to 
ask  "ah,  why  should  life  all  labor 
ber* 

I!uf  not  for  long  We  are  not 
lotus-eaters.  Iliank  Heaven,  and  the 
energy  which  pulses  in  our  blood  Is 
soon  at  work  again.  Tbe  gardener 
to  be  successful  must  always  have  a 
forward-looking  eye.  This  is  the 
time  than  to  sow  oabbsge  of  the  first 
early  sorts  for  Spring  cuttlnK.  cauli- 
flowers of  the  snowball  type  should 
be  B<iwn  this  month  and  the  pli*nlH 
kept  In  the  nhelter  of  a  cold  frame 
dnrif,.:  tho  winter,  and  onionn  sown 
now  and  transplanted  In  Spring  will 
result  In  a  heavier  crop  than  Spring- 
aown  seeds  can  yield.  What  la  to  be 
done  with  the  ground  from  which  the 
cropa  are  being  removed?  It  need 
not  be  Idle  for  a  moment,  if  it  Is 
not  refjijire,]  for  t  ra nsplii  ri  1 1 n g  or 
soving  crops  for  direct  consumption 
II  should  at  once  be  sown  With  a  mix- 
ture of  rape  and  vetch  to  turn  under 
as  green  manure.  Such  treatment  of 
garden  soil  Is  Indlspeneible  where  re- 
liance has  been  placed  only  u(>nn 
Chemlcle  fertiliser  anil  no  barn>ard 
manure   has   been   applied   for  some 


tlma.   Where  the  reeults  have  bead 

somewhat  diaappolntlng  It  Is  probably 
due  to  this  vsry  thing.  Ths  aoll  la 
addition  to  tbe  proper  ehemloal  oen' 
nituents  must  also  have  life  In  it  and 

Ibis  can  onir  be  obtained  by  addina 
vegetable  tiiatter.  whether  applied 
direct  or  after  a.Hslinilatlon  through 
the  systems  of  farm  animals,  if  a 
green  crop  Is  sown  throaghout  the 
month  and  In  September  as  well  Jvst 
as  soon  as  the  regular  crops  are  re- 
moved a  good  atand  of  green  stuff 
should  be  readv  for  turning  under  in 
the  Spring.  Then  the  :i.ldltlon  of  a 
moderate  quantity  of  i  iii  iii.c-.il  feiti- 
lls«'r  will  result  In  satb-ifactory  re- 
t  irns.  Tho  foil  should  be  well 
broken  up  before  sowing  and.  of 
course.  If  dry  should  be  wall  aoaked 
before  the  seed  is  sowilt  M  4liSSl4d 
In  last  month's  notea. 

A  good  crop  for  Autumn  uae  Is  car- 
rots of  the  quick  growing,  atump- 
rooted  variety.  Sarly  Oem  la  good. 
The  sunniest  position  should  bs 
chosen  as  all  the  sunlight  will  be  re- 
quired  In  the  Kail.  A  fairly  llgl.t 
soli  is  necessary  and  a  dre.«slng  i  f 
wood  ashes  and  soot  should  be  forked 
in.  The  bed  should  theu  be  well 
watered  and  when  the  soil  has 
drained  sufficiently  the  seed  Is  aowa 
in  drills  eight  Inches  apart.  R  Is  a 
good  plan  to  cover  the  bed  to  retain 
the  moisture  during  germination,  but 
the  covering  must  be  removed  as  noon 
as  tlie  pi.Tnts  appear.  After  tho  car- 
rot,s  arc  thinned  In  September  a  good 
watering  of  nitrate  of  soda,  one-halt 
oz.  to  a  gallon  of  water,  would  have 
beneficial  reeults.  Soma  light  pro- 
tection may  be  necessary  on  cold 
nights  late  In  October,  so  It  Is  a  good 
plan  to  make  up  the  beds  In  a  nlr.o 
and  shape  con\ienlent  for  placing  a 
rough  frame  of  boards  to  carry  thu 
covering  material. 

Tbe  sweet  com  Is  new  making 
rapid  strides  toward  maturity.  It 
ehould  be  hoed  fieijuently  and 
watered  freely  ^  watering  once  a 
week  with  iKiuld  manure  will  help 
greatly.  Hunner  beans  can  also  take 
any  amoui^t  of  water  and  onrlshaiaat 
to  yield  tbe  great  erlay  pods  that  ars 
such  a  dellelous  vegeUble  for  tbe 
table.  By  the  way,  everyone  who 
has  plenty  of  beans,  whether  strtng- 
lens  or  runners,  ought  not  to  let  tho 
season  pass  without  storing  some  for 
use  In  the  Winter.  rreserving  them 
is  A  simple  affair.  Cut  the  beans  as 
if  for  cooking,  be  sure  to  remove  any 
stringineas,  as  this  Is  much  easier 
done  now  while  the  been  Is  crisp  than* 
after  preserving,  when  it  In  rather 
flabby  and  not  so  easy  Xn  cut,  pl.icn 
Ihe  benns  In  a  stone  J.ar  In  l.iyers 
with  a  bi.\cr  of  salt  between  each  and 
cover  wilh  a  lid.  Wlieti  required 
allow  tho  beans  to  soak  for  twenty- 
four  hours  or  throw  away  the  first 
water  in  which  they  are  boiled  In 
ordPT  to  remove  the  salt.  The  flavor 
Is  preserved  i>erfect)y  and  served  with

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A  Pergola  Garden 

Wherever  tho  Innumerable  arterten 

of  tha  municipal  water  syntetn  extend, 
gardening  in  Hummer  is  a  simple  and 
delightful  pastime,  but  let  the  reader 
P<>aeeaalng  the  Inestimable  advantage 
of  abundance  Of  water  think  for  a 
momeat  of  the  lot  of  thoae  who,  with 
a  yearning  for  flowers  thst  la  only 
Intensified  by  privation,  must  look 
out  upon  yellowing  grans  and  dried 
Btslkn  and  leaves  wlllf  only  the  hardi- 
est of  drought  renlstern  to  redeem  the 
garden  from  being  an  utter  desert. 

That  many  flower  lovers  in  the 
country,  where  thbre  is  an  lasuMelent 
water  supply,  hava  to  mourn  a  very 
real  deprivation  Is  only  too  true,  but 
on«  flower  lover  solved  the  iiitriculty 
In  a  way  that  so  far  as  it  extends  In 
a  Joyfiun  Bucoenn  The  garden  Itself 
has  been  devoted  almost  exclusively 
to  Spring  iind  e.irly  Hummer  flowers. 
All  the  Spring  bulbit  all  the  faacl- 
nating  "carpeting*  flowerg  and  all  the 
early  blooming  psrsaalals  riot  It  to- 
gethsr  in  the  early  months  of  tho 
fiowsr  season,  aad  no  empty  spaces 
fire  left  for  Siynmer  annuals  as  is 
often  seen  In  gardens  where  flowers 
are  more  evenly  distributed  through- 
out the  season.  ( 'onnenuetit  ly,  im- 
mense natisf.ictlon  Is  derived  from 
the  fcAst  of  color  obtainable  while 
there  la  still  abundance  of  moisture. 
Hut  later  on.  as  the  succeseion  of 
bright  sunny  days,  the  boaat  and 
pride  of  our  publicity  wrltara,  stead- 
ily and  ruthleasly  drlss  out  svsry 
drop  of  malsturs  from  ths  light  soli.  ) 
anotlior  garden  eomee  Into  beauty 
and  luxuriance,  which  goes  far  to- 
ward compensation  for  what  after  all 
oannot  be  helped  in  the  larger  garden.

Or,  if  aome 
combined  scheme  were  worked  out, 
which  might  well  be  managed  now 
that  c(/mpe'tltIon  la  'reAi'oved,  a  flrat- 
daaa  plant  could  be  laid  down,  and 
maintained  to  the  benefit  of  all 
participants.  The  concluding  aeo. 
tlnn  of  I'rofeaaor  l),ilby  s  .iddross 
wa.s  do\ri|rd  to  the  c"nsidf  r.ltion 
of  .T.  graphical  diagram  which 
)ie  had  devtaed  to  examine  the 
motion  of  A  (rain  during  the  acceler- 
ating period  This  diagram  waa  a 
•emi-grapblcal  aolutlon  of  a  problem 
of  mettam  tn  a  raatating  medium.  The 
matbeaMitlaal  aolutlan  of  thio  prob- 
lem tof  a  train  was  im  possible '•be- 
cause the  reelstjjnco  agalnsf  which 
the  train  moved  was  a  complicated 
function  of  the  speed,  with  the  ri- 
eult  that  though  tho  equations  <;ould 
be  fornii>il  th-  j  r.iuld  not  he  in- 
tegrated. The  method  he.  had  de- 
vised enabjed  the  integration  to  be 
doiyt  In  a  practical  manpar,  and 
gave  a  general  graphical  method  for 
dealing  with  a  large  number  of  prob- 
lems for  motion  In  a  robisdng  me-

At  the  present  time  when  direct 

communication  between  thia  country 
and  Australia  by  wireleaa  telegra[)hy 
Is  poaalble,  and  speech  has  been 
transmitted  acroas  i  h^  Atlantic  i,y 
almliar  means,  the  fpiblc  efforts 
which  Ihi:  'arly  c  .x  pr  r :  tnc  n  t  ers  were 
able  to  iiroduce  and  detect  over  a 
distance  of  a  few  y^rda  seem  very 
far  from  Impreaalve,  even  to  thoae 
familiar  with  them.  Actually  the 
majority  of  thoae  who  are  nodr  in- 
tereated  in  wlretaaa  communication 
for  biialnesa  or  pleaaure  are  quite 
uriaware  of  the  stages  through  which 
this  fascinating  branch  of  applied 
science  has  been  carried  In  order  to 
pave  the  way  for  modern  achieve, 
menta,  but  that  aome,  at  leaat.  of 
them  are  anxious  to  learn  may  be 
gathered  from  the  attendance  at  a 
lecture  delivered  at  the  Flnabury 
Technical  Collage  recently  by  Sir 
Oliver  I«dga.  Tha  meeting,  which 
was  preaided  over  by  Mr  Charlea  A. 
Paraons,  was  arranged  In  honor  of 
the  memory  of  Professor  Hllvanus  V 
Thompson,  the  late  prlnrlpsl  of  the 
college,  who  St  the  time  of  hla  death 
In  June,  l^lfi.  had  boon  connected 
with  the  Institution  f.T  ijpwarda  of 
thirty  years.  Sir  iHlver  chose  as  hla 
subject  "The  Baals  of  Wireless  <'om 
munloatlon,"  aad  in  the  course  of  hla 
leeture  referred  briefly  to  tha  out* 
•Uadlag  featuraa  af  the  pioneer  work 
carried  out  prior  to  lift. 

After  mentioning  some  esriy  obser- 
vations by  .Tnaeph  Menry  In  1«42.  and 
\>v  l-Miaon  in  lS7f..  Sir  <  ilh  er  referred 
to  the  work  of  l^vld  llughea,  re- 
marking that  the  latter  was  nearly 
on  the  track  of  what  was  subse- 
quently discovered  by  Herti.  In  the 
early  'eighties,  by  meaaa  ef  aparka, 
Hughaa  obtained  effaeta  akin  to  co- 
herer action  ef  auffteiaat  atrength  to 
deflect  a  galvanometer,  but  was 
rather  dlaeouragad  hy  gtokes.  who 
thought  the  effecta  mlaht  ha  ex- 
plained by  leakage  The  foregoing, 
the  lecturer  remarked,  were  mere 
speamodlc  otservat  ions,  and  ho 
ascribed  the  first  step  In  r'-al  dis- 
covery t.->  Clerk  Maxwell,  wh  i,  in 
18«6,  gave  the  lawa  of  electric  waves 
in  mathamattaal  farm. 

Aftervafdh  tha  laeturer  referred  to 
the  brilliant  enperlmenta  of  Herts, 
who  produced  and  detected  Wsveii  In 
space,  using  as  a  detector  a  ring  of 
wire  containing  a  minute  simrk  gap. 
llerfl,  h.wovor  was  not  fully  ac- 
ginlntei  .  Miivweir«  work,  and 
did  not  1    iK<  i,(  the  words  "elec- 

tric  waves''    ,n    des'  rlhlng  hi8  ggparl 
ments.     He  had.     however,  worked 
out  the  aubjaat  with  extradPitoary 
skill  bath  mathamatlaaUg  aad 
mentally,  aad  tha  laataiar 
MaaweJi  aad  Ham  as  tha  eaagatui 
feaadevB  afwlvalesa  commaalaatlon. 

Actual  talagraphy  was  aubaequenll/ 
made  poaalble  by  the  coherer,  the  de- 
velopment .,r  which  the  laeturer 
de«,  ritx  d,  d'»  "g  very  briefly  with 
hi'  own  Imp  -At  ■  I  null  tballaag  ta 
this  part  of  ih<t  aubject.

Inlaid 
furaltvre,  Jewel-boaee,  carvtd  and 
enamelled  walkiag-atlcks.  children's 
glovee.  fabrics  of  flne  linen,  cloth  of 
gold,  and  Ncr<  ons  of  emt'oss.  fl  U-ather 
— all  ahow  that  in  the  fourteenth  cen- 
tury B.C.  Kgypt  waa  the  home  of  a 
high  civiliaatlon.  rich  ip  t^e  #ooom- 
pllahraeata  of  tha  artlat  and  the 
craftsman  centurlee  befora  the 
Oreeks  had  produced  anything  of  the 
s.imc  order  of  merit.  Their  nature 
.ind  their  chnractera  al.so  serve  lo  call 
;ittenlK>n  to  what  is  almont  a  levolu- 
tion  in  the  conception  of  the  piuit 
history  of  the  race,  a  change  of  Ideas 
by  which  the  original  home  of  oivlli- 
satloB  la  placed  In  Bg^t. 

The  ABc4ent  Nile 
Kven  so   recently  in   the  eleventh 
edition  of  the  "Kncyclopaedia  r.rltan- 
nlca."  K.  B.  Tylor.  then  the  acknow- 
ledged  leader  «if  anthropology,  rlelll)- 

orately  supported  the  conuopUon  that 
man  la  many  different  parta  of  the 
world  had  developed  culture  lade, 
pendanilir^  TKe  lanno  ifagerin  The 
same  way. 

"American  man,"'  he  wrote,  "need 
not  neii'Mtia  1  : 1  y  owe  the  minute."!  por- 
tion of  hlM  tnental,  religious,  social  or 
industrial  i!i  velopment  to  remote 
contact  with  Aaia  and  Europe,  though 
he  were  proved  to  poaaaaa  idantieal 
uaagea.  An  example  In  point  ia  that 
of  pyramid  building.  >  No  ethical  re- 
iHtion.shlp  can  ever  have  existed 
between  the  Azteis  and  tho  Kgyp- 
tiuns,  yet  each  race  developed  the 
idea  of  the  pyramid  tomb  through 
that  pgycholegieal  similarity  which  la 
as  much  a  characterlatlc  of  tha 
speclea  man  as  is  his  physique."

1  m  '  ii •  'ii.t 
only  of  bodies  ui  auch  a  atatc  of  pre- 
servation that  the  nature  ol  thdlr 
laat  meala  haa  bean  yMertalned  from 
the  contentg  af  the  atomach,  but  of 
all  stages  in  the  devel^gMat  of  arts 
and   crafts,  of  customs,  and  beliefs 

Kgypt,  in  f.n  t.  i.s 
coming  to  be  regarded  a-s  tho  crcatur 
of  civilization 

The  "Brown  Raoef' 
Long  before  the  period  of  the 
dynasUea  the  narrow  valley  of  the 
Nile  was  occupied  •by  what  la  now 
called  the  '  Brown  race,'  a  divlaion  of 
mjiMkiiid,  African  In  origin,  but  very 
remote  from  the  negro.  These 
peoples,  of  which  the  ao-callad  Medit- 
erranean race  ia  the  moot  familiar 
bsample.  were  alight  in  build,  with 
reddtph  ^wa  akins.  dark  eyee  and 
acanty  dark  hair,  and  long  and  nar 
row  heads  with  small  brain  cmhch 
They  lii\ent(d  a Kri'  U 1 1 u re  and  Irrljri- 
li"ii  '•11-  lUmg  ,if  inelals  (probably 
IX  '  :  I  -paring  metolllc  cop- 

per from  the  malaahita  uged  aa  a 
face-paint  by  thalr  woman),  the 
crafts  of  the  carpenter  and  oit  the 
Btonemaaon,  architecture  and  ship- 
building, the  measurement  of  the 
year  from  the  jieriodio  Hoodings  of 
tho  Nile,  the  att  nf  writing,  social 
organir.ation,  meihoda  of  government, 
religious  beliefs,  and  ritual.  At  drat 
they  burled  their  dead  iying  flexed 
on  their  aldee  in  ahallow  graves,  but 
when  they  had  Invented  metal  tooia 
they  burst  Into  an  effloresence  of  the 
afonemaaon's  art,  and  slowly  per- 
fected the  vast  underground  tomba, 
the  ;.\  r  imids  and  temples,  and  mega- 
lithic  monuments  which  have  aur~i 
vtved  min«nnluma.  At  the  aame  time 
they  acquired  the  habit  of  embalmlag 
their  dead. 

They  did  not  remain  racially  pure 
Frotn  the  south  there  came  a  slight 
mixture  fif  nrt;,.,i,l  blood  and  from 
the  north  a  strong  infiltration  of  the 
round-headed  Asiatics  who  were 
apreadlng  from  the  highlanda  of  Aaia 
to  the  north  and  waat  and  aouth.  But 
in  aplta  of  admlxturea  they  praaarved 
their  type,  and  the  greater  pert  of 
th««  modern  native  KgApiinn  P'.pula- 
tlon  exhibits  the  physical  c>iHra<ter8 
found  in  Ihe  prolo- Kgypt  i.i  nx  and  In 
the  primitive  "Iberians"  or  Mediter- 
raneans, of  North  Africa,  of  Spaia, 
and  of  the  Britlah  lalanda. 

On  tha  ahlpa  that  they  had  In- 
vented, In  quest  of  the  metals  they 
required,  the  ancient  Kgvptiana  or 
peoples  whom  they  had  lnfe(i.«d  with 
their  culture  passed  to  the  remotest 
paftf  of  the  globe,  to  the  Pacific,  to 
Am«-rlca.  and  to  every  part  of  Barope 
and  of  Aate.  They  toafc  with  them 
their  habits  and  thalr  arte.  Profeeeor 
KlUot  Spnith  bellevea,  and  hie  recent 
ilttle  book  on  "The  Ancient  Bgyp- 
tlans."'  shows  much  e,  i^^^oo  |„  sup- 
port of  bl«  content:  1  .1  flolmena 
and  megallthic  nion u rnen ta,  even  In 
the  remotest  psrts  of  the  earth,  were 
rude  imitatiofia,  by  laaa  Alllod  hands, 
of  the  work  at  tha  •pyramid  age  in 
Egypt.  The  new  view  is  rapidly  gain 
ing  ground,  although  it  la  s«in  bttteriy 
opposed,  espee^lly  by  the  prejudiced 
group  of  writers  who  maintain  the 
theslK  that  the  Nordic  tor  Teutonic) 
people  are  the  greateet  of  tha  haamit

Young  and  old  who  know  ami  loa.l 
their  Kiblca  arc  will  aw.irc  thai  1'  1-.

all  feel  that  burled  heaeath  ita  aur- 
faoa  Ilea  the  Information  wblch  alone 
can  tell  ua  how  and  when  civilisation 
began  there.  We  remember  Southern 
Mesopot^imla  chiefly  In  connection 
with  Abraham,  rightly  called  the 
I  riin.l  .if  (iod,  who  c^.st  aside  the 
Nil  huii  lreda  of  uieless  idola,  de- 
.s:ri  >  )  their  images,  and  devoted 
hit"  r  to  the  aervlce  of  tha  Ode  Ood. 
More  titan  aU  Other  flgurea  ut  the 
patriareha  la  tha  Old  Teatameat,  per- 
hapa.  that  of  Abraham  aeises  our 
Imagination  and  holda  It  fast.  The 
prestige  of  the  man  who  il.i'.d  to 
l)leAd  with  (Jod  for  the  rtve  righteous 
if  they  could  be  found  waa  always 
great,  but  It  ia  greater  today  iMan  it 
was  in  the  days  when  he  auperin- 
tended  the  management  of  hie  oara- 
vaaa,  with  nuuuMrvanta  and  matd- 
servaata  aad  thouaaada  of  aaoMla  and 
aheep. 

It  la  this  fact  which  stirred  'ha 
learned  and  retlgiou.s  worlds  to  their 
foundation  whtti  sir  llcnrv  Kawhi- 
.«on  In  1854  wu^i  aide  i,j  de.'lare  that 
be  had  located  the  site  of  I'l  of  iho 
Chaideea,  or  the  City  ot  Abraham. 
Papular  intereat  waa  not  aufllelently 
atraag  to  fight  aueoaaafuUy  agalaat 
poUUaal  aventa  of  that  period,  and 
^e  for  aome  fifty  years  or  so  the  city 
of  Abraham  slipped  Into  the  realm  of 
forgetfulncs.^.  But  when  the  gi.at 
world  war  came  and  wo  he.ird  ».f  our 
holdicrs.  with  all  ibi  modcin  ..j, ep- 
ment of  war,  occupying  thi*  territory 
which  was  Abraham's,  the  demand 
for  excavation  and  archaeological  re- 
xoarch  la  thle  particular  favored  spot 
beoame  loud  and  insistent.  The 
truataea  of  the  British  Museum,  who 
enjoy  tho  glory  of  poHsea.^ln-T  about 
four-flftha  of  all  the  cuneiform 
literature  whu  li  h.i.s  p.  .-n  exi  avaf  d 
in  the  world,  were  not  bIow  to  j.-a*p 
the  opportunity.  They  at  onc-i 
opened  negotiations  with  the  military 
authorities  at  Baghdad  and  resumed 
the  work  which  Mr.  Taylor,  had  be 
gun  for  fllr  Henry  RawUnson  In  isr.i. 
They  sent  out  Dr.  H.  R.  Hall,  who 
*durlng  one  season  worked  at  T'r  and 
at  f,  local  shrine  cilled  liaii  al  l  hoi;. 
The  angqultlcs  which  he  discovered 
are  in  the  Hrltlsh  Museum,  and  .is 
they  have  been  already  descri|>ed,  we 
pass  on  to  mention  the  Work  which 
haa  been  done  at  Ur  during  tho  poat 
winter.  Itss-Si.

Beaides  the...,,  were  a 
number  of  fragment-  i.f  ins.  ribod 
vases  which  were  offered  for  the 
i.rpir  service  by  kings  beginning 
With  ui  muah  (B.C.  SOOO)  and  ending 
with  the  kings  of  the  third  dynasty 
of  Ur.  ahaut  B.C.  saOO.  a  valuable 
aaeha  of  about  310  tablets  was  also

Thev 
show  that  the  city  of  Ur  was  ono  of 
tho  flrat  and  greatest  of  the  .Sumrr- 
lan  cities  of  Southern  Itaby  I  on  la.  .md 
ItM  foundulioii  may  be  as  early  aa  the 
fomth  mlllenlum  HC  \t  that  lime 
It  aaa  to  all  Intents  and  purpeeea  tho 
aeaport  of  Babylonia,  and  waa  for 
that  lyrlod  what  Baara  la  to  Maao- 
fibuihla  today.  IF  cannot  have  l»een 
far  from  tlic  .'^i-.i,  .md  all  Dio  se  i - 
l>orne  tranir  must  have  lieen  li  indlod 
in  It  The  car.ivan  r<»4tds  from  i;iniii 
anfi  Arabia,  and  the  west  and  the 
north,  converged  here;  Two  ndghty 
temples  at  least  flourished  there,  aad 
their  prieata  lived  on  the  offeringa 
made  by  miny  owners  of  caravana 
and  i>rosperoua  merchants.

(Jatc  of  (/I'd"  Wllh  the  conqueror 
went,  tho  trade,  and  the  evidence  of 
tha  excavatlona  aupporta  the  dedtte* 
tlon  which  we  may  fairly  make  from 
the  Bible  narrative  that  Abraham 
quitted  Kr  before  the  advhaoe  of 
Khaminurabta. 

Abraham  waa  a  great  gheikh,  hat 
he  waa  more  than  that.'  Ua  waa  a 
graat  diraeter  of  tranapert,  and  hla 
caravans  carried  merrhandlse  from 
the  head  of  the  Persian  Culf  to  cities 
as  f.ir  north  as  the  Slnjar  .Mountains. 
The  imnuii.sc  number  of  caniida 
which  he  owned  formed  his  afock -In- 
trade.  The  318  armed  servants  whom 
he  kept  not  .pnly  proteeted  the  cara- 
vana through  hoatlle  traou  of  desert, 
but  on  e«eaaton>  as  we  know,  were 
able  to  lend  Important  help  to  neigh- 
boring kings  when  the  were  en- 
giged  iff  war«i.  Abraham,  it  will  ho 
remembered,  was  ut  one  lime  a  fol- 
lower   of    a    Hahylonlan     ctllt,  and 

probably  called  hia  god,  aa  wa  may 
gather  from  the  book  of  Csodua,  Bi 
Bhaddal;  and  he  waa  only  saved  from 
human  aacrlflce  In  the  person  of 
Isaac  by  nilruculous  means.  Muman 
aaarlflce  was  a.  prevalent  practice  ai 
t  r.  Tradition  among  the  Hyrian 
Chrlatlans  ot  Lower  Meaopolamla 
attributes  the  building  of  Ur  to 
Horen.  tha  aea  of  Bber,  and  aaaerU 
that  human  aaeriflee  in  the  case  of

A  period  fo  stagnation  neems  to 
hav"  settled  upon  I'r  uatll  alMUt^tha 
year  1000.  Then  there  was  a  oom- 
itaralivaly  short  rav|«al.  hat  tha 
former  glory  of  the  olty  had  clearly 
passed  away.  It  plsyed  no  prominent 
part  In  Babylonian  history  In  Ihe 
centurlea  which  followed  until  the 
reign  of  Nebuchadneuar  If,  who 
carried  out  large  and  Important  build- 
ing operatlona  there.  It  naa  been 
suggeated  by  aame  that  tha  werahip 
of  tha  goldbn  image  mentioned  In 
Daniel  as  presumably  taking  pia^e  in 
Pabylon     really    took    place    at  I'r.
